THE DUTY ON NITRO BENZOL. 

Under the new tariff law nitro ben- 
zol or oil of myrbane was believed to 
be subject to a duty of twenty per cent. 
ad valorem,under paragraph 83, which 
reads: ‘‘All preparations of coal tar, 
not colors or dye, not specially enum- 
erated or provided for in this act, twen- 
ty per centum ad valorem.” As no- 
where else in the tariff law any allusion 
is made to nitro benzol, either directly 
or indirectly, this clause was considered 
conclusive, and large contracts were 
made with foreign producers and with 
consumers here on the basis of this 
amount of duty. When,however, this 
coal tar product began to be imported 
the appraiser here decided that it 
should pay a duty of ten cents per 
pound under the law of February 8, 
1875, commonly known as ‘“‘the little 
tariff bill.” Onan appeal to the col- 
lector of the port he decided in favor 
of the present law, but this view was 
not concurred in by the naval officer, 
and the question was submitted to the 
Secretary of the Treasury for decision. 
It has now been before the department 
at Washington over two months, and 
in the meantime our merchants are left 
in doubi as to the final decision. The 
provision in the present law, cited 
above, is so plain, however, that we 
do not see how the Secretary of the 
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Treasury can decide in favor of the 
law of 1875, which the custonis author- 
itieshere claim was not repealed by 
the act of March 8, 1883. Were there 
any question? as to the article itself or 
its classification there might be a ques- 
tion as to the duty to be assessed, but 
even in that case we do not see that 
the law of 1875 could be made applica- 
ble, as the new law provides for the 
extinguishment of all previous enact- 
ments relating to customs duties. 

Section 2502, of which the schedules 
of articles form'a part, provides that 
“there shall be levied, collected, and 
paid upon all articles imported from 
foreign countries, and mentioned in 
the schedules herein contained, the 
rates of duty which are, by the sched- 
ules, respectively prescribed.” Now 
paragraph 88, already quoted, very 
plainly includes nitro benzol, and if it 
does not include that product of coal 
tar it cannot be said to include any 
of the products. It is claimed by some 
of the authorities at the custom house 
that because the article is not specially 
enumerated itis still covered by the 
provisions of the old law. Were this 
ground tenable, then all the prepara- 
tions of coal tar, not colors or dye, 
would come under the provisions of 
earlier laws and the provision in the 
new law would be void, a decision we 
do not believe the authorities would 
care to take the responsibility to make. 
The question which the Secretary of 
the Treasury has before him is simply 
whether nitro benzol is to be admitted 
under the law of March 8, 1883 or under 
the law of February 8, 1875. Should 
he decide that the latter governs this 
case then recourse will be had to the 
courts, for it is believed that such a 
decision would nullify so much of the 
new law as refers to coal tar products 
andwould be entirely contrary to the 
plain intent of Congress in the passage 
of the law of 1883.

THE POSITION OF SHELLAC. 


It will be remembered that there 
were rumors early in the Summer, of 
the failure of the sticlae crop, but that 
a confirmation of the report was not 
received until about the middle of Au- 
gust. As soon as it was definitely 
known, however, the Calcutta market 
rapidly advanced, so much so that it 
has ever since been higher than either 
those of London or New York,although 
the former advanced in sympathy with 
Calcutta. Some of the Calcutta mak- 
ers paid as high as six cents over the 
face of their contracts to have them 
cancelled. With this strong state of 
affairs in the primary market, and low- 
er markets abroad, it will be readily 
seen that there was a splendid oppor- 
tunity for speculating, which was soon 
seized upon by the natives, who began 
buying heavily in London, the specu- 
lation finally extending to this market 
where some large sales, mostly of the 
higher grades, were made, the lots be- 
ing held for London account. 

About the first of October it was re- 
ported that the maker of D. C. had 
purchased the V. 8. O. contract for four 
months at a figure equivalent to twenty 
nine cents per pound laid down here, 
and2,000 cases in addition in the London 
market. Recently a cable was received 
from Calcutta stating that the contract 
for this brand, had been sold for the 
three months beginning the first of 
February at about twenty-nine cents 
here, that thirty-six cents was ask- 
ed in Calcutta for the D. C. con- 
tract and thirty cents for Diamond 
I. The shipments to this market 
have decreased heavily, (not 3800 
cases seconds being afloat) andit is 
said will fall off still more, while the 
bulk of the stock here, though quite 
large, isin firm hands. It will thus be 
seen that it is only a matter of time as 
to when this market will advance. 
Should an active consumptive demand 
spring up, it would hasten matters 
very materially, 
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THE DUTY ON FISH SOUNDS. 


Under the old tariff law both fish 
sounds and isinglass was admitted free 
of duty and there was, consequently, 
no question as to the classification of 
these articles or where and how the 
line should be drawn between the two, 
the distinction being really in the 
amount of preparation, as isinglass is 
simply fish sounds divested of its inner 
skin and all impurities and then 
bleached in the sun and dried. Some- 
times the fish sounds or bladders are 
simply washed, cut, dried and pressed, 
and come to usin that condition, and 
again they are simply rinsed and dried 
and then packed forshipment. Under 
the new tariff on “fish glue or isin- 
glass” is imposed a duty of twenty-five 
per cent. ad valorem, while ‘‘fish sounds 
or fish bladders” are admitted free of 
duty. It therefore becomes necessary 
to define exactly what constitutes isin- 
glass and what degree of preparation 
subjects the fish sounds to duty as isin- 
glass. In Russia, from whence comes 
nearly all the isinglass and fish soun 
these articles are indiscriminately call 
isinglass, and doubtless to this fact may 
be due some of the confusion that has 
arisen. 


As imported here, the fish sounds 
are called ‘‘belouga” sounds, from the 
species of sturgion from which they 
are taken, and these, as a rule, are in 
their crude state, having simply been 
split open, rinsed and dried, and on 
these the customs authorities have in- 
sisted upon assessing the duty of twen- 
ty-five per cent. ad valorem. Another 
grade comes in a shape which has giv- 
enit the name of ‘book sounds” and 
which are simply fish sounds folded 
over in a manner to suggest the idea 
of a book, and thesehave been admit- 
ted free of duty without question. The 
fact of these latter being folded gives 
thema darker appearance and they 
seem to contain more impurities, or in 
other words, have more the supposed 
characteristics of the crude article, al- 
though were these spread out in the 
samme manner as the others they would 
show no difference. Appeals will be 
made to the Secretary of the Treasury 
from the rulings of the customs author- 
ities and it is believed a fair interpreta- 
tion will be given. There has been 
very little published on the subject of 
the manufacture of isinglass, but prob- 
ably the best authority on the subject 
is Mr. Alexander Schultz, who pre- 
pared a report to accompany the Rus- 
sian display of fishery products at the 
Vienna Exposition some years ago, in 
which he gives an account of the 
“manufacture of isinglass” in Russia, 
From the account of the manufacture 
as detailed by Mr. Schultz it is appa- 
rent that the fish sounds must undergo 
several processes before they are con- 
verted into isinglass, although it Is 
practically the same article without 
additions or changes of any kind. It 
may appear difficult for the customs 
authorities to determine what degree 
of preparation, if any, is allowable on 
the fish sounds, but the simple rinsing 
and splitting of the belouga sounds 
cannot be construed into a process of 
manufactare. There has been no ob- 
jection made to the payment of the 
duty as imposed on cleaned and 
bleached sounds, and the distinction of 
purity and bleaching is probably the 
only one that can be made in justice 
to both the importers and the 
Government. This decision of the 
custom house authorities levying a du- 
ty as isinglass on crude fish sounds has 
caused an advance of seventy-five.cents 
per pound, and business will be disar- 
ranged until a definite decision is ren- 
dered by the Secretary of the Treasu-

With improved machinery for refining and 
best grades of cottonseed, the Chickasaw Re- 
fining Co. of Memphis is enabled to produce a 
fine quality of oil. It desires to correspond 
with all dealers and users of cottonseed oil of 
standard quality. 
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leak or ship asea. The buyer is also 
compelled to pay freight on lost cargo, 
and has no redress from the insurance 
company. 

2. Cost and freight, buyers furnish- 
ing foreign credits. In this case the 
seller has nothing to do with the insur- 
ance, and the buyer must provide the 
same under a total loss clause or par- 
ticular average by paying a heavier 
premium. In this case he runs the 
risk of all shortages under the total loss 
clause, and to the extent of particular 
average up to the amount agreed upon 
by his insurance company—generally 
twenty per cent. on Kainit and ten per 
cent. on muriate. Most insurance com- 
panies refuse to insure except against 
total loss, particularly for bulk cargo. 

3. Cash on arrival of vessel, invoice 
weight and test. By this mode there 
are conflicting views as to what is 
meant, some holding that buyers must 
submit to all shortages,damages, &c., by 
reason of the elements, leaking of vessel, 
&c., but as the buyer has no interest in 
effecting insurance, it is the duty of 
the seller to protect the cargo as far as 
possible, by insuring particular average 
even if the cost is greater to him, in 
which event, should there be no refer- 
ence to insurance in the contract, he 
is bound to give the purchaser the ben- 
efit of the conditions of his insurance, 
in the absence of any clause in the con- 
tract to the extent of the average, (gen- 
erally twenty or ten per cent.), as 
agreed upon in his policy. But if pur- 
chasers wish to provide against all con- 
tingencies, it must be distinctly stated 
in the contract. 

4. Cash on delivery, invoice weights 
and German test. In consequence of 
heavy shortages in some of the so-called 
foreign weights, some buyers refuse 
longer to purchase in this way, prefer- 
ing to pay an advanced price and 
receive the amount they pay for, in 
fact some decisions in our courts have 
this application. There should not be 
any great discrepancy between foreign 
and domestic weights unless there is 
fraud in the invoice, and purchasers 
could not be forced to pay invoice 
weights if the shortage is excessive. 
A reasonable shortage may be expect- 
ed from the fact of being handled sev- 
eral times in bulk after leaving the 
mine. It would be better if buyers 
would stipulate the per centage of 
shortage allowable in their contract. 

5. Cash on delivery—actual weights. 
This solves all difficulties, and each 
party understands his position. The 
seller can only receive pay for actual 
weights, and, therefore, any shortage 
must be his loss, the purchaser only 
paying for what he receives. But in 
purchasing in this way, the seller must 
receive an additional price, to justify 
the risks he incurs. In fact this is the 
only plan of purchase the legitimate 
trader should adopt and leave the oth- 
ers to speculative operators. 


CANADIAN PETROLEUM PRODUC- 
TION. 


Our esteemed contemporaries across 
the border are taking up the ery with 
which we in the United States have 
grown somewhat familiar, of over pro- 
duction in the petroleum fields, The 
activity with which the drill was push- 
ed during the fall of 1882 and subse- 
quently, and the development of new 
territory, have resulted in so far over- 
stocking the market with crude that 
prices are wholly unsettled, and the 
unfortunate producer is said to be at 
the mercy of the grasping and consci- 
enceless refiner. According to the Pe- 
trolia, Ont., Zopic, the ‘‘banks are car- 
rying all the load they can stand 
under,” and the tanking company has 
“spent all its money and almost ex- 
hausted its credit in providing means” 
for carrying the stuff. This has been 
accomplished by a production now es- 
timated at 2,300 barrels daily, from 
which it is evident that the consump- 
tion of Canadian oil is not an enormous 
item in spite of the duty that has for 

veral years been charged on Ameri- 
ean refined. This fact is accounted for 
in a measure by our Canadian contem- 
porary by the fact that the refiners 
there last year placed a very inferior 
grade of oil upon the market, and lost 
the confidence of consumers thereby. 
This year, it states, they are improvy- 
ing their product, and so hope to in- 
crease their sales and help reduce the 
accumulated surplus. Complete relief 
is not expected from this source, how- 
ever, and the producers are advised 
that the sooner they realize and ae- 
knowledge that ‘‘to themselves is 
chargeable the over-stocked market 
and that from themselves must come 
the measures for relief, the sooner the 
reaction will commence. There will be 
a reaction at any rate, but it may be 
necessary for adversity to eventually 
drive to the wall those who will not 
help themselves in time, before we see 
it. It will be a corroboration of the 
‘survival of the fittest,’ and those who 
have the staying powers will find the 
reaction a glorious boom.” 

Our Canadian friends should cast 
their eyes toward that cemetery of de- 
parted hopes — the Pennsylvania oil 
regions, and reflect how surely the tire- 
less drill and the persuasive nitro-gly- 
eerine will knock the vitality out of 
the producing business. The “glorious 
boom,” which, under certain cireum- 
stances our contemporary holds out as 
a sort of ‘“‘bracer,” is an old acquain- 
tance of the producer in the United 
States, and its coming is watched as 
piously as our friends the second ad- 
ventists periodically look for the ful- 
fillment of their prophetic faith. 
Skeptics are inclined to believe that 
thetwo events will hit the country 
about the same time. A good many 
conservative persons are “bullish” on 
oil, and we confess to a personal lean- 
ing that way ourselves, but we have 
not, thus far, raised our expectations 
to the pitch of a ‘‘glorious boom.”

Pennsylvania Gas Wells. 
GREENSBURG, Pa., October 13, 1883. 
Editor OLL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 


About one year sinceI wrote you a brief de- 
scription of the gas wells situated at Murray- 
ville, about sixteen miles from this place. On 
Tuesday last, the weather and roads being all 
that a rider of the bicycle could desire,I mount- 
ed my wheel to visit the place for the second 
time and see what was new in gas. As one 
nears the plaice now, the roarjof the escaping 
gas tells you of their location long before they 
come in sight, and the air for long distances is 
blue as if filled with smoke, That you may 
better understand the territory and the loca- 
tion of each well, Tinclose you an accurately 
arranged may of the same, and having covered 
the ground personally, you may depend on its 
being correct, The wells in the order of their 
opening come as follows: No, 1 is the original 
well, formerly owned by Haymaker Bros., and 
isthe one of which I wrote last. Since then 
there has been much dispute as to who were the 
rightful owners, and once it was said to have 
been sold to a company, but payment was not 
forthcoming ut the appointed time, and the 
sale was declared off. During a portion of the 
time the well was in dispute some of the inter- 
ested parties had ap armed guard on duty at 
the well to kecp all intruders away. The difli- 
culty must be settled now, as they have been 
removed, and there is no one to be seen there. 
The tire which had been burning so long was 
extinguished this summer, a derrick put up, 
and the hole reamed out new. The derrick still 
stands, and at present the well is spouting 
water and gas intermingled—principally gas. 
The water is thrown to the height of 150 feet or 
more, the force of the gas scattering it all into 
mist, which presents a beautiful sight in the 
sunlight and keeps the ground moist for hun- 
dreds of feet in every direction, Stones, sticks, 
ete., thrown into the stream that comes up the 
pipe are hurled with terrific force and lightning 
rapidity to the top of the derrick. Once, the 
wind having blown the current to one side, [ 
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No. 7~McKee [Bros, & Co.

stepped up and tried to hold a two-inch solid 
bar of iron in the current, and it was thrown 
upward as if it had been astraw. The place is 
visited by numbers who have never seen sights 
of this nature; but it will soon be shut off now, 
as the parties interested say they expect to 
utilize it very soon. This well is the only one 
which throws water with the gas, but the 
amount of water will not annoy those who un- 
derstand such matters. No. 2 is owned by Pugh 
& Emerson (or Penn Fuel Gas Co.), who have a 
pipe laid from their well to Pittsburg. Double- 
day & Bolton (Acme Gas Co.) purchased a town 
lot in the suburbs of the town, paying $1,000 for 
the same. 
they were getting ready to lay a pipe, when the 
owner of well No.1 refused them the right of 
way, and, as they owned all the adjoining land, 
it dawned upon Messrs. D. & B. that they were 
beautifully “‘stuck.’”’ The gas from this well 
now illuminates the country thercabouts from 
the top of a six-inch pipé 40 feet in height. 
This well on the map is No. 3. Pugh & Emerson 
next sunk well No.4. and have a six-inch main 
from it to Pittsburg. No.5 belongs to McKee Bros 
& Co. (Fuel Gas Co.) and is the one in which Dr. 
Hostetter is said to be interested. They struck 
an unlimited amount of gas (in fact none of 
the wells have failed to find gas and plenty of 
it)and have laid two 6-inch muins to Pitts- 
burgh. The amount of gas said, by an expert, 
to be escaping from this well is put down at 
6,000,000 cubic feet every 24 hours. No. tis 
owned by Doubleday & Bolton and they are 
now engaged in laying an 8-inch pipe to Brad- 
dock,where the Edgar Steel Works ure located. 
It would be a difficult matter tu estimate the 
amount of gas this vast establishment will dis- 
pose of when they commence to utilize it. No. 
7 is owned by McKee Bros. & Co., and is now 
being drilled. No.8 belongs to Pugh & Emer- 
son and they have the derrick nearly com- 
pteted. Nos. 9 and 10 are the property of 
Doubleday & Bolton and are now being drill- 
ed. Pugh & Emerson are erecting a derrick at 
the point marked No. ll and will be ready to 
drill in a few days. Notwithstanding the fact 
that five other wells are pouring forth gus to 
their fullest capacity, the old well is just as 
strong to-day as when first struck. Pugh & 
Emerson are erecting a telephone from Pitts- 
burgh to their wells which will be ready for 
business ina few days. There is considerable 
rivalry between the different companies in the 
matter of right of way. The company in which 
Dr. Hostetter is interested claim to have the 
exclusive right to lay pipe in Pittsburgh, but 
it does not look much like it when Pugh & 
Emerson are now furnishing gas to a number 
of mills on Penn avenue, in that city. The 
other day they gave themselves an excellent 
advertisement and the citizens plenty of free 
light, as follows: The mills shut down at5 
o'clock on Saturday evening and as the com- 
panies had an extra amount of gas in the pipes 
which they did not wish to carry ever Sunday, 
they laid at-inch pipe to the corner of one of the 
streets and set it up 35 feet in the air. The gas, 
on being lit, shot up (fifteen or twenty feet in

It is thought when 
cold weather comes on and drilling is practical- 
ly stopped that the decrease in production will 
be more marked than ever before known. The 
following isasummary of the report.

4,700, dry 13. Increase in number of wells 27, 
decrease in production 3]9 barrels, increase in 
dry holes 8. Average per well September, 
164.10 barrels. Average per well October, 137.10 
barrels. The number of wells drilling and rigs 
up and building at the close of October is 587, 
against 505 at the close of September. The new 
work is principally in old territory where large 
returns cannot be expected and cannot when 
completed sustain the production. The report 
excites great interest among oil men. The gen- 
eral deduction sewmsto be that its essential 
features are bullish.

ADULTERATION OF COCOANUT O1L.—Cocoa- 
nut oil is often adulterated with marrow, mut- 
ton or beef tallow, and other anima) fats; some- 
times, also, with wax and oil of sweet almonds. 
The oil which has been thus adulterated, can 
readily be detected by its imperfect solubility 
in coldether. The ethereal solution is cloudy 
and has a dirty appearance, very much like that 
obtained with pure butter. The adulterated 
oil also tastes. and smells less agreeabie, and its 
color is more gray than yellow. Its consist- 
ency is also diminished. The melting point 
offers the safest test for its purity. When 
adulterated with foreign fats or tallow, it 
melts at 26 deg. to 28deg.C. An addition of 
almond oil reduces its melting point to 23 deg.

GELATINE TEST FOR ORGANISMS IN WATER. 
—Dr. Angus Smith, of Manchester, Eng., has 
recently brought forward a new test for the 
detection of organisms in water. It consists in 
rendering the water thick by dissolving gela- 
tine init. If the water is pure, the gelatine 
cylinder remains long unaltered; but, if it is 
impure from the presence of organisms, the 
gelatine round these becomes liquefied and 
globular, the organisms remaining solid at the 
bottom of the spheres. Dr. Angus Smith has 
prepared photographs of test-tubes of water 
which had been thickened by a solution of the 
purest fish-gelatine, and then exposed to the 
action of light. When the water was pure, it 
remained translucent, but when bad, bubbles 
were rapidly formed, and the bacteria which 
appeared to be in the water began to act on the 
gelatine, breaking it up, and rendering it solu- 
ble. A rapid movement of gas was observable. 
When the bubbles or balls appeared to be 
spherical, they indicated aggregations of bac- 
teria. This change took place quickly, almost 
intwenty-four hours. But the test was only 
applicable where infusoria or fungi were pres- 
ent. For instance, peaty water in which there 
were no animalcules or bacteria would stand 
without. breaking up the gelatine. In order to 
change the gelatine, organisms must be pres- 
ent. Organic matter that is not putrescent or 
infective will not do it. 





A DEFECT IN STEARIN AND PARAFFIN 
CANDLES.—It has certainly been observed by 
every one that a candle, which has already 
burned, when re-lit, will not directly burn with 
a bright flame, but that immediately after 
lighting, it will flare up, then burn smaller, and 
require some time before it begins to burn 
with a steady bright tiame. This is due to the 
fact that only the stearin contained in the wick 
in very small quantity is capable of burning 
immediately. As this is rapidly consumed, 
whil> the adjacent stearin requires some time 
to melt and rise in the wick, the flame is di- 
minished until the surrounding stearin is ina 
state of fusion. This difficulty can be over- 
come by saturating the wick with a sufficient 
quantity of combustible material, to maintain 
the heat until the surrounding stearin is melted 
and absorbed by the wick. This is effected by 
simply saturating the wicks witha non-drying 
oil, and then using the oiled wick in the manu- 
facture of the candles. Candles prepared in this 
way will always continue to burn uniformly, 
after having once been ignited, for the oil in 
the wick will supply sufficient food for the 
flame, until the surrounding stearin is melted.

The Oil Wells of Colorado. 


Professor Blake contributes to the Denver 
Tribune the following geolugical discription of 
the oil fields of Colorado, and their resemblance 
to oil producing territory in other sections of 
the country : 

Between Pueblo and Canon City, the main 
range and the Greenhorn mountains make a 
notch or bay some fifteen miles at its widest 
and narrowing up gradually towards the.Can- 
on. The bottom isa park, through the center 
of which flows the Arkansas river, much dim- 
inished in size from the time when the whole 
area formed the flood plains of its waters. The 
center of the large park is underlaid by nearly 
horizontal! strata, which is tipped up as we ap- 
proach the base of the mountains at a high 
angle on three sides, making the valley a basin 
with one side gone. 

About the center of this basin, some six 
miles from Canon City, near Florence, a der- 
rickin the center of a cornfield marks the 
scene of one of the oil wells lately discovered 
at a depth of 1,400 feet. The strata penetrated 
has been a uniform dark gray clay shale. At 
1,208 feet oil was first struck, in a sandy layer. 
At 160 feet below this another oil vein was 
found, and at the time of our visit it was pro- 
ducing at the rate of about two barrels a day 
of oil of a pale green color, useful for lubricat- 
ing purposes. Since our visit other discoveries 
have been made, and the neighborhood of Can- 
on City proved to be an oil center. 

A bluff or isolated table land exposed not far 
from the well, explains the geological position 
of the oil stratum. The cap of this bluff is the 
yellow belt of sandstone which underlies vur 
coal beds throughout the state. Below this lies 
some 200 feet of drab shale and clay, part of the 
formation pierced by the oil drill. Weare thus 
able to locate the oil stratum at 1,400 to 1,600 
feet below our coal beds, in what geologists call 
the upper cretaceous or upper chalk period. 
The strata pierced are of marine origin and 
carry many marine shells and other fossils. 

The neighborhood of Canon City has long 
been known as an oil field, but the wells here- 
tofore struck on Oil creek, some eight miles 
north of the town, arein a different geological

horizon, separated from the present oil strike 
by over a thousand feet. Those on Oil creek 
come up in rocks.of the Jurassic period, near 
to the beds so long famed for discoveries of gi- 
gantic lizard remains of Dinosaurus. There 
are then in this basin either two distinct hori- 
zons of oil or else there is one original source 
from which the oil springs have ascended and 
distributed themselves at different levels where 
the strata was favorable for it, much as springs 
of water will do. 

A section taken where the rocks underlying 
the basin have been tilted up shows that after 
they have penetrated the present dark clay 
shales, whose thickness may be roughly esti- 
mated at 2,000 feet, they will meet with— 

1, About 400 feet.of the white limestone quar- 
ried at Cunon City and used throughout the 
state for smelters, characterized by large clam 
shells. 

2. Then 100 feet black slaty sbale. 

8. 400 feet of white sandstone used for build- 
ing stone and forming our most prominent 
hogback. 

4. 300 or 400 feet of varigated shales and 
sandstones, and then the other horizon on Oil 
creek is struck, at approximately 2,000 feet 
below the present oil strike. 

Below this again, there are some 2,000 or 3,000 
feet of red sandstones, carboniferous and silu- 
rian limestones before we reach bed rock gran- 
ite. The final source of the springs may even 
be in these lowest beds, 

The discoveries in other parts of the world 
and of the states are more commonly from 
these lowermost strata of the silurian and De- 
vonian epochs rather than in those more recent. 
If these wells have determined the position of 
an oil bearing stratum at a certain depth below 
our coal beds we may not unreasonably look 
for the same phenomenon in other parts of the 
state where we have coal beds. All along the 
foothills the same dark shale bed is to be found, 
sometimes grassed over or deeply buried by 
other strata and tilted on edge along the moun- 
tain flanks, but for hundreds, perhaps thou- 
sands of miles, it exists at both sides of our 
range, and for testing it for oil is only a matter 
of choice as to the locality most favorable 
Perhaps in localities where it is horizontal, as 
at Trinidad, and soon reached, would be the 
point. In fact anywhere below our coal beds, 
at 2,000 feet, more or less, we may look for oil, 
and the artesian wells that are now becoming 
popular are likely to strike both coal and oil in 
several localities where neither was expected. 
The basin-like character of the strata around 
Canon City is perhaps particular favorable for 
collecting the oil deposits, but such basins are 
to be found in other localities or strata equally 
favorable in the state. 

We are hearing of fresh strikes in the vicinity 
daily, and we may predict a good many more 
in proportion as this basin is tapped, and there 
is plenty of room. On Oil creek there is the 
scaffold of a derrick still standing where oil 
was claimed to have been struck some years 
ago. Atthe horizon we have mentioned, viz: 
1,400 feet below the coal, the coal beds stand 
along side of the oil derrick in proof of the 
relative position of the oil. Coal oil and water 
may then be looked for among the discoveries 
of our artesian borings along the foothills. <A 
little preliminary knowlege of the geological 
sequence and positiou of strata composing the 
foothills may, however, often aid and save 
much thrown away time and labor. For whilst 
geological knowledge may not.be so successful 
in determining the exact position of our preci- 
ous minerals as is sometimes expected of it, it 
can with much greater certainty locate the 
position of coal and oil, in our state, when once 
the horizon is determined, and such work is 
peculiarly the province of the geologist. 
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The Caspian Oil. Region. 


Ten years ago Baku was a Persian town, full 
of the lazy and unenterprising characteristics of 
the indolent East; to-day it is a thriving and 
busy city, with building, shipping, carrying, 
shops, manufactories, and other classes of mod- 
ern trade and commerce all ia force, and replete 
with activity and turmoil. It has a semi-circular 
harbor, six miles long, and is constructing a 
stone quay, of which a mile is alreadv in use, 
and will soon be one of the finest works of its 
kind in the world. All this prosperity and push 
is the outcome of oil, which abounds throughout 
the entire region, and is now being raised and 
refined in enormous quantities. Up to 1872 the 
industry was the monopoly of the firm of Meer- 
zoeff ; since that year the business has been open 
and free, and has at length become a serious ri- 
val to the corresponding American industry. In 
the old days of monopoly and lethargy the oil 
was raised in the most primitive fashion boring 
being unknown, and refining conducted in a 
wasteful manner. Then the Nobels came upon 
the scene, and from their advent, in 1875, reform 
and progress have been the watchwords of the 
locality. The Nobels commenced at Balakhani, 
six miles from Baku, in the year mentioned, and 
n the course of the next few years, by dint.of 
extraordinary skill, energy, and perseverance. 
established boring, a pipe-line, special steamers 
for the rivers, and oil-trucks for the railway s 
surmounted all obstacles, and made their busi- 
ness a gigantic success. They have had numer- 
ous imitators, but the Nobels still enjoy a long 
lead, and to them belongs the credit of having 
commercially opened up the Caspian oil district. 
The expansion of the business is conclusively

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The Storage and Distribution of py. 
troleum. 

Some important evidence was given in refy. 
ence to the storage and distribution of petrol. 
um in London and Liverpool, before the Select 
Committee of the House of Lords appointed tp 
consider the Petroleum Bill. 

From the evidence of Mr. Phillips,of the frm 
of Ingall, Phillips & Co., the principal wharfp. 
gers of petroleum and other oils in London, it 
would appear that the storage capacity of thy 
firm alone in London is equivalent to between 
4,000,000 and 5,000,000 gallons. They are at pre. 
sent building new works, the tank spaceip 
which is to be 160,000 gallons. The older form 
of tanks are arranged partly underground, ri 
ing toa height of about 4 feet above grouni: 
this portion is protected by a wall and abouts 
feet of concrete, and the roof is formed of, 
layer of chalk about 1 foot thick. In the mor 
medern form uf storage tank the coverings 
arranged so that a current of air can pass over 
the surface of the stored petroleum. Accord. 
ing to the practical experience of this witnem, 
it would seem that a tank open to theairy 
more suitable than one which is closed; in the 
latter case, the manholes are protected bys 
layer of earth. The reason for this, we should 
imagine, is not far to seek. In the one case,the 
more volatile portions are sealed up, ready to 
take fire, either by the approach of a light, or 
from asudden or undue rise of temperatur; 
while in the case of the open tanks the current 
of air carries off the volatile vapors as fastu 
they are generated. As nothing is stored but 
the usual class of petioleum with a fairly high 
flashing point, the loss by evaporation isnot 
sufficiently sensible to weigh against the great- 
er safety brought about by this system. In 
Liverpool, the storage tanks are excavation 
made in the solid red sandstone rock, one side 
being built with concrete and brick. The fol. 
lowing description taken from the evidence ot 
Mr. Bignell gives a clear idea of the magnitude 
to which the American petroleum trade hasat- 
tained in that place. The stores are situated 
on the east and south side of the Herculaneun 
Branch Dock—those on the east, 49 in number, 
being at a distance of 102 feet, and those on the 
south, 11 in number, a distance of 60 feet from 
the dock margin.

Examination of Some Samples of Pitch 
and Asphalt. 


E. Davies, F.I.C., F.C.S., gave the results of 
a examination of samples before the British 
Pharmaceutical Conference, and which was 
published in the Chemist and Druggist. Very 
little information could be found in books with 
reference to either pitch or asphalt. The au- 
thor therefore collected samples of all kinds of 
pitch and asphalt obtainable. No attempt was 
made to analyze the organic matters in these 
varied products. They were no doubt mixtures 
of great complexity, and, so far as manufac- 
tured pitch was concerned, of variable compo- 
ition, according to the heat used in their man- 
ufacture. As the object was mainly the iden- 
tification of the various commercial articles, 
only the ash, the sulphur, and the amount 
soluble in petroleum spirit sp. gr. 700 were de- 
termined. The last of these determinations 
did not admit of very great precision. In al- 
most all the samples there is a substance highly 
flourescent, and very slightly soluble in petro- 
loum spirit, to completely remove which was 
impracticable without such prolonged treat- 
ment as was inconvenient. The extraction was 
Performed as follows: Fifty grains of the sam- 
Ple, if possible in fine powder, was allowed to

If rape-seed oil be present in a soap mixture, 
the latter is decomposed instantaneously on 
the addition of 30 grams of dilute sulphuric 
acid (1 part acid to 6 parts water), and the oil 
is separated. If linseed oil be present, the de- 
composition only takes place after some hours. 
To test rape-seed oil or hemp-seed oil or train 
5 parts by volume of the oil to be examined are 
mixed with 1 part by volume of caustic soda 
solution, of specific gravity 1°34, and the mix- 
ture is put into a flask and shaken. Pure rape- 
seed oil forms a dirty white milky fiuid ; hemp- 
seed oil, on the other hand, a brownish-yellow 
thick soap, train oil a dark red solution, and 
mineral oil rises to the surface. Cold-pressed 
poppy oil is tested by ‘putting 20 drops on a 
watch glass, adding 5 drops of H,80,, and stir- 
ring the mixture with a glass rod. Pure poppy 
oil is colored yellow, sesame oil, first of all 
bright yellow, then greenish, greenish black, 
and lastly red. Earth-nut oil first becomes 
orange, then light-brownish red, and lastly 
dark brownish red. The presence of linseed 
oil may be suspected if a reddish-brown resin 
be produced. If in this experiment the poppy 
oil becomes perceptibly darker, and, after long 
standing, brownish-red or bright-red, it may 
be regarded as adulterated, An adulteration 
of olive oil with oil of sesame is to be detected 
in the following manner : 5 drops of a mixture 
of equal volumes of nitric acid, sp, gr. 1°33, and 
pure sulphuric acid, sp. gr. 1°84, are added to 20 
drops of .the sample of olive oil on a watch 
glass; pure olive oil, like poppy oil, remains 
nearly colorless, whlist that adulterated with 
oil of sesame becomes greenish. For the detec- 
tion of cotton-seed oil in olive oil, R. Reynold 
recommends a concentrated solution of mer- 
curic nitrate, which in a mixture of the two, 
yields a more or less doughy substance, whilst 
with olive oil alone it should give a hard friable 
mass. The following is a description of an in- 
strument invented by Laurot: A _ hollow tin 
cylinder, which is filled with the oil to be ex- 
amined, is placed in the middle of a second cy]- 
inder of greater capacity, which is filled with 
water, and serves as a water bath. The oil can- 
not therefore be heated to a higher tempera- 
ture than 100 deg. C. Laurot remarks that, at 
the temperature of boiling water. different oils 
show astonishing differences in specific gravi- 
ty. Thesmall areometer serving for the pur- 
pose of the examinations has a very thin stem, 
and is thus exceedingly sensitive. It is gradu- 
ated in equal parts, 200 of which are above and 
20 to 25 are below zero, and it is so regulated 
that it just sinks to the zero point in perfectly 
pure rapeseed oil. The figures obtained by this 
instrument with linseed oil, hempseed oil, and 
fish oil, respectively, are 210, 136, and 63. It is 
evident that the figures obtained are so very 
differentthat the addition of 5 to 10 per cent. 
of a foreign oil is easily detectable. This in- 
strument is accompanied by a table giving the 
degrees indicated by the areometer for addi- 
tions of 5, 10, 15, 20 per cent., etc., of fish or 
other oil to rapeseed oil. So many determina- 
tions have been made by the aid of Laurot’s 
oleometer, with the various kinds of oils met 
with in commerce, that it is impossible to have 
any doubt of the accuracy of its indications. 
Only one substance has been found possessing 
a lower specific gravity than rape oil, the in- 
strument sinking 50 deg. deeper with it than 
with the latter. This substance is oleic acid, 
which is well known as a by-product in the 
manufacture of stearine candles. On mixing 
oleic acid with rape oil, a fluid is obtained, to 
which a heavier oil can be added, and which 
will, notwithstanding the latter addition, show 
0 deg with the oleometer (if the proper propor- 
tions are present), like pure rapeseed oil. 
In this manner an addition of 30 to 
40 per cent. of linseed or fish 
oil can be made to rapeseed oil, without its 
presence being detected by the instrument. 
Oleic acid, however, possesses characteristics 
by which, when present, it can be easily recog- 
nized by the chemist or soap boiler—as, for ex- 
ample, its peculiar smell and acid reaction to 
litmus paper. Pure rape oil has no effect on 
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the color of the test paper. The oleic acid can 
be extracted from such a mixed oil by shaking 
with alcohol of 36 deg., the alcoholic solution 
being afterwards evaporated and the residue 
tested. Rapeseed oil is easily recognized by its 
turning black when chlorine is passed into it. 
This oil is not employed in the manufacture of 
soap. Although Laurot’s oleometer is not 
always capable of detecting sophistication, it 
must certainly be considered an acquisition 
both to science and to commerce. Lefebvre 
made determinations of the specific gravities 
of the various oils employed in commerce, 
using Samples prepared by himself, and there- 
fore known to be perfectly pure. The figures 
obtained are given in the following table, and 
represent the weights of the oils compared with 
distilled water (=10,000) at 12 deg. C.:

Geradin found the figures for rape oil, poppy 
oil and linseed oil somewhat too high; the 
difference, however, was very trifling. The 
above results were obtained with the freshly- 
expressed oils. After the samples had been 
kept for sometime tae specific gravities were 
discovered to be very slightly higher. There 
are no two oils which at the same temperature 
possess exactly equal densities. If the gravity 
and the temperature of an oil have been de- 
termined, Lefebvre’s tables are therefore of 
great assistance. If doubt otherwise still pre- 
vails as to two oils, the chemical properties and 
reactions serve to distinguish them. The same 
principle can be made available in the case of 
mixtures, for, as a rule, no mixture can be pre- 
pared which, at the same temperature, pos- 
sesses a specific gravity precisely equal to that 
of a particular oil. When Lefebvre’s areome- 
ter is immersed in the oil the number of kilo- 
grams which a hectoliter of that oil weighs is 
read off at the level to which the stem of the in- 
strument sinks in the fluid. Thus, too, is the 
specific gravity arrived at. The apparatus pos- 
sesses the shape of an ordinary areometer, only 
the cylindrical extension is very large, and the 
stem is very long. On the latter is a graduated 
scale for densities between 9,000 and 9,400, so 
arranged that, in reading off, the first and last 
figures have to be added to the numbers on the 
scale. Thus, the number 15 signifies the grav- 
ity 9,150, or 91 kilograms, 5 hectograms, the 
weight of a hectoliter, or 9 hectograms, 15 
grams per liter. On the left side of the scale, 
and opposite to the gravity of each oil, is its 
name, a space being marked by acolor very 
close to that assumed by the oil with concen- 
trated sulphuric acid. This reagent gives with 
each oil a characteristic reaction. The instru- 
ment is graduated for a temperature of 15 


deg. C. 
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Poisonous Paints, So-Called. 


If certain makers to secure an indorsement 
have put upon the market a so-called non-poi- 
sonous paint, it being understood that such 
paints were free from lead, the putting of lead 
in the drier is a fraud that should be exposed. 

Yet so far as the agitation about lead paints 
is concerned, it seems to us that this is one of 
those instances of sanitary hypercriticism which 
tends to throw discredit on practical sanitary 
reform rather than to advance it. In the midst 
of life we are in death, but, if we may believe 
some of our sanitary friends, we are in the 
midst of so many agencies of death that it isa 
wonder that any of us escape and are able not 
only to live, but to enjoy life. We have hardly 
yet recovered from the shock received when 
we learned that we must foregu our comfort- 
able summer shampoos lest we should at the 
same time breathe in a number of pathogenic 
bacteria from the barber’s drain pipe. We 
know that there is a case on record of a child 
who was poisoned and who died from the 
effects of eating a lump of white lead in oil, an 
accident which could not have happened had 
no white lead been in use, but such accidents 
may happen from many causes, and will happen 
as long as men are careless. We know also that 
there have been cases of sickness—i. ¢., of colic 
—from sleeping in freshly-painted rooms, but 
while some have conjectured that this effect is 
due to the diffusion in the air of the room of 
some volatile compound of lead accompanying 
the evaporating turpentine, we are not aware 
that anyone has proved that the effects are re- 
ally due to lead or that any compound of lead 
can-be thus diffused. Admitting, however, for 
thesake of the argument, that this is so, the 
remedy isavery simple one. The fact that it 
is better to wait a day or two before occupying 
a newly-painted room seems to us to bea poor 
argument in favor of totally discarding lead 
paints, which have much to recommend them, 
There is one use to which we should prefer not 
to put lead paint—that is, to covering roofs, 
and there may be some other similar reserva- 
tions; except for this, we believe that lead 
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paints are well suited for the use to which they 
have been put, and to which, we venture to 
prophesy, they always will be put. 

We would not ignore the fact that the manu- 
facture of white lead and the use of lead paints 
involves some danger and injury to the work- 
menemployed. So does type-setting, so do 
thousands of other necessary trades; but as 
shown by Dr. E. 8. Wood even in the manufao- 
ture of white lead little fear need be appre- 
hended of poisoning, if constant care and 
watchfulness be employed by the workmen.— 
Sanitary Engineer.

New Coal Tar Dyes. 
(Concluded.) 

Brown azo colors from chrysoidines and 
diazo compounds made by the Actieu-Gesell- 
schaft fuer Anilin fabrikation in Berlin.— 
When, in the preparation of chrysoidine from 
m-phenylendiamine with the solution of a dia- 
zo-benzol salt, diazotized sulphanilic acid is 
used instead of diazobenzol chloride, or if other 
diazotized amido acids are used, chrysoidin 
sulphonic acids, chrysoidine carboxy] acids,etec, 
are obtained, the alkali salts of which are solu- 
ble in water. 

The chrysoidines and these acid derivatives 
combine with a second molecule of a diazotized 
base or amido-acid, and give coloring matters, 
having a composition analogous to that of 
phenylendiamindisazobenzol, in which the yel- 
low or yellowish red tint is changed to brown. 
Ordinary chrysoidin, for instance, when com- 
bined with diazobenzol-chloride gives a brown 
coloring matter, which has about the same tint 
as triamidoazobenzol (Bismarck brown.) The 
diazo compounds of toluvl, xylol, or cumol, 
give similar coloring matters, having a moro 
reddish tint. The diazo compounds obtained 
from alpha and betanaphthylamine and amido- 
azobenzol give darker shades. As a rule the 
coloring matters obtained from the basic 
chrysoidines and diazo-compounds are insolu- 
ble in water, but soluble in alcohol. 

To convert these compounds into coloring 
matters which are soluble in water, they are 
transformed by means of sulphuric acid into 
sulpho acids, and the salts of the latter are pre- 
pared. Or the salt of a diazo-compound ora 
diazotized amido-base is allowed to act ona 
chrysoidine sulphonic acid or chrysoidine-car- 
boxy] acid. Chrysoidine can also be acted up- 
on by means of a diazotized amido acid. The 
bases which can be used in the preparation of 
the chrysoidines and the new coloring matters 
are; aniline, toluidine, xylidine, cumidine, 
anisidine, amidophenetol, and naphthylamines, 
as well as their sulpho-acids and carboxyl 
acids. 

The process is conducted as follows: e. g. 10 
kilos sulphanilic acid in 300 liters of water are 
mixed with 3.6 kilos sodium nitrite and 6 kilos 
hydrochloric acid of 22 deg. B. To thissolution 
is added a solution of 6 kilos m-phenylendia- 
mine in 300 litres water, and then 7 kilos of so- 
dium hydrate solution of 40 deg. B. The sodium 
salt of the chrysoidine sulphonic acid thus pre- 
pared is then mixed with a solution of diazo- 
benzole chloride, prepared from 6.5 kilos ani- 
line, 12 kilos hydrochloric acid, and 3.6 kilos 
sodium nitrite, after which 7 kilos of sodium 
bydrate solution are added. After filtering,the 
coloring matter is separated by means of salt 
or the solution is evaporated. 

An isomeric acid is obtained when the diazo 
compound from aniline and sulphanilic acid 
are allowed to act on phenylendiamine in a re- 
versed order. If instead of 6.5 kilos aniline 10 
kilos of sulphanilic acid are used, the corres- 
ponding disulphonic acid is obtalned. 

E. Noelting and E. von Salis-Mayenfeld de- 
scribe new yellow, orange, and brown dyestuffa, 
consisting of the sulpho-acids of nitrited secon- 
dary and tertiary aromatic amines or tertiary 
amines, which contain one fatty and two aro- 
matic radicles. They are obtsined by sulphon- 
ating the corresponding nitramines, or by the 
action of aromatic halogen-nitro compounds 
on aromatic amido-sulpho acids. 

Halogen-nitro compounds, in which the nitro 
groups occupy the ortho or para position to- 
ward the halogen, but the meta position to- 
ward each other, readily act upon amines, 
forming a secondary or tertiary nitramine,with 
the elimination of hydrochloric acid. Dinitro- 
chlorbenzol and aniline e. g., readily give un- 
symmetric dinitrodiphenylamine. The nitta- 
mines thus obtained are coloring matters, 
which on account of their insolubility and 
other properties have not yet found any tech- 
nical employment. By conversion into sulpho 
acids they furnish useful products. 

The nitramines used for this purpose are ob- 
tained by the action of chlordinitro benzol, 
chlortrinitro benzol (picrylchloride), ortho- 
chlordinitrotoluol, chlordinitronaphthalin, 
chlortrinitronaphthalin and chlortetranitro- 
naphthalin on the following amines: Aniline, 
(ortho and para) toluidine, the xylidines, me- 
thylaniline, ethylaniline and homologues, 
diphenylamine, phenyltolyl and ditolylamine, 
the dinaphthylamines, amidoazobenzol, its 
homologues and substitution products, ethyl 
and phenylamidoazobenzol, amidoazonaph- 
thalin, benzidine, diamidotriphenylmethane 
and lencaniline. 

All nitramines obtained in this way can bé 
converted into soluble sulpho-acids by treating 
with ordinary or fuming sulphuric acid, with 
sulphuric acid chlorhydrin or with sulphuric 
acid in the presence of metaphosphoric acid. 
They dye wool and silk without a mordant 
from yelloy to brown. 
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The aromatic halogen-nitro compounds also 
act upon the sulpho and carboxyl derivatives 
of the amines, forming dyestuffs, which are 
soluble in water. In this second case the same 
halogen-nitro compounds are used as in the 
first; they are combined with the’ following 
amido acids; sulpbanilic acid, meta-amido-ben- 
zolsulpho acid, the toluidine, xylidine, alpha 
and beta naphthylamine sulpho-acids, the 
sulpho-acids of diphenylamine, the phenyl- 


tolylamines, the ditolylamines, the phenyl] and. 


and tolylnaphthylamines, the dinaphthyl- 
amines, the benzidines; amidoazobenzolmono 
and amidoazobenzoldisulpho-acid (which 
are known in commerce as _§ fast 
low), their homologues, and ethyl and 
phenyl amidoazosulpho-acids, containing 
a benzol or naphthalin nucleus. The fol- 
lowing appear to be of the greatest prac- 
tical importance, trinitrodiphenylamine sulpho- 
acid, prepared by adding 2—2% parts of sul- 
phuric acid (40 per cent anhydride) to one part 
of trinitrodiphenylamine avoiding a too high 
rise of temperature. The mixture is allowed 
to stand until all the nitramine is sulphonated; 
it is then poured into 20 parts of water and con- 
verted into the lime salt in the ordinary man- 
ner. From this the free acid and other salts, 
can easily be prepared. Instead of using fum- 
ing sulphuric acid, the nitramine may simply 
be heated with 5 parts of ordinary sulphuric 
acid, on the water bath, until the product is 
soluble in water. The further treatment is the 
same as above. According to the second 
method the trinitrodiphenylamine sulpho-acid 
is obtained, by boiling 3 parts of sulphanilic 
acid (1 mol.) or the corresponding quantity of 
a sulphanilate and 3 parts of picrylchloride 
mol.) with 2—2 parts sodium acetate in con- 
centrated aqueous solution, on the return 
cooler, until the picrylchloride has disap- 
peared. The reaction is accelerated, by operat- 
ing under pressure in closed vessels, at not 
more than 120—150 deg. C. The resulting crys- 
alline magma is pressed, to separate the sodi- 
um chloride and acetic acid produced. It is 
used either directly, or after previous conver- 
sion into the sodium or other salt, as a yellow 
dye. For purification the free acid, or one of 
its salts,may be crystallized{from water. Trinit- 
rophenylamine sulphoacid and its salts separate 
from water, especially when hot, in the form 
of yellow crystals which dye silk and wool 
directly in an acid bath, giving yellow shades. 


If in the above process, 4 parts of picrylchlo- 
rideare replaced by 5.5 parts of chlortetranitro- 
naphthalin, tetranitronaphthylphenylsulpho- 
acid is obtained, which is very much like the 
above in its properties, but dyes yellowish 
brown. 

Of further technical importance are the com- 
pounds obtained by the action of picrylchlo- 
ride, chlorbinftrobenzol and chlortetranitro- 
naphtkalin on fast yellow (amidoazomono and 
amidoazodisulpho acid), and diphenylamine or- 
ange (phenylamidoazobenzolsulpho acid). The 
reaction is the same as above, The proportions 
to be used are: 35 parts amidoazobenzoldi- 
sulpho acid, or 35 parts phenylamidoazomono- 
benzolsulpho acid, 40 to 45 partssodium acetate, 
in concentrated aqueous solution, 20 parts of 
chlorbinitrobenzol, or 25 parts pierylchloride, 
or 35 parts chlortetranitronaphthalin. The 
coloring matters derived from chlorbinitro and 
eblortrinitrobenzol ure orange; those from 
chlortetranitrongphthalin are brown. They 
dye wooland silk with a mordant in an acid 
bath. 

E. Besthorn and O, Fischer report on a new 
class of coloring matters. By nitrating flavo- 
line, several nitro-products are produced, one 
of which, obtained by treating with fuming 
nitric acid, can be converted into flavaniline, 
that is, monoamidofiavoline, by reducing 
agents. According to the investigation thus 
far made, flavaniline has the formula C,,Hj9. 
NH;.N and flavenol C,.H,,.0H.N. Flavaniline 
is also formed at 100 deg. C., when acetylehlo- 
ride is allowed to act upon aniline sulphate or 
acetanilid, in the presence of zinc chloride. The 
anilid of propionic acid also forms a yellow 
dye. Formanilid gives no coloring matter. 


Chinoline is something like azobenzol, be- 
cause both these bodies, which in themselves 
have no tinctorial power, give colored com- 
pounds by the simple introduction of a hy- 
droxyl or amido-group. The simple deriva- 
tives of chinoline, such as alpha-amidochino- 
line, are of no value as dyestuffs. The flavani- 
line, however, shows that complicated deriva- 
tives of chinoline do give beautiful coloring 
matters. 

It appears probable, therefore, that the high 
boiling chinoline bases of coal tar, e. g. acri- 
dine, may be converted into coloring matters 
by converting them into nitro and amido com- 
pounds, Itis also possible, that some of the 
natural alkaloids, such as harmaline, owe their 
tinctorial power to similar causes. 


The coloring matters of the safranine series 
were examined by R. Nietzki. According to 
recent statements miuade by Witt, he prepares a 
safranine, which must be considered as the first 
member of this series, by oxydizing a mixture 
of1 mol. of parophenylendiumine and 2 mol. 
of aniline. He further found that—contrary 
to the observations of Bindschedlor—only 1 
mol. of these monamines can be replaced by 
paratoluidine, and that tle dianinines may be re- 
placed by bodies which are converted into the 
former by reduction, e. g. dichlorchinoneimide 
or the nitroso-derivatives of tertiary bases, 

Nietzki uses « hot neutral solution of potas- 
sium bichromate as oxidizing agent, Safran- 
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ine is the product of a secondary reaction,since 
when oxydation takes place in the cold, blue, 
green or violet compounds are produced; 
which are partly converted into safranines by 
heating. Paraphenylendiamine gives safranine 
like compounds with 2 mol., aniline, ortho or 
metatoluidine, with 1 mol. aniline, meta or or- 
tho-toluidine, or with 1 mol. mono or dimethy- 
laniline, and 1 mol. of a primary monamine, 
but not with secondary or tertiary bases or 
paratoluidine alone, Alcohol radicals in one of 
the amido groups of the diamine do not change 
its power of reaction. Tne ordinary dimethyl- 
paraphenylendiamine (from nitrosodimethyl- 
aniline) gives, as Bindschedler found, safran- 
ines. The symmetric diethylparaphenylendia- 
mine, does not behave in this way. According 
to Noelting, the latter compound is obtained 
by heating 1 mol. paraphenylendiamine with 2 
mol. ethylbromide. From the resulting mix- 
ture uf bases the above compound is separated 
in the form of a nitrosamine, The bromide is 
best converted into the chloride by liberating 
the base, shaking out with ether and saturating 
with hydrochloric acid. If this is heated with 
an excess of nitrite, in acid solution, the nitro- 
saimine is dissolved by shaking with ether. All 
the remaining bases form basic nitroso-com- 
pounds which cannot be shaken out. By re- 
crystallizing from benzol, to which ligroin has 
been added, the nitrosamine is obtained in grey- 
ish yellow plates, which melt at 90 deg. C. Acid 
solution of stannous chloride readily converts 
it into the symmetric diethylparaphenylendia- 
mine, when heated. Paradiamidodiphenyla- 
mine forms safranines, oxydized, together with 
a primary monamine. With secondary or ter- 
tiary monamines no safranines could be ob- 
tained. 

Phenosafranine, first prepared by Witt, is 
produced by the oxydation of 2 mol. aniline 
with 1 mol. paraphenylendiamine or equal 
molecules of aniline and paradiamidodiphenyl- 
amine. The coloring matter differs very little 
from the homologues, the saframines of com- 
merce, in shade. It is characterized by the 
extraordinary power of crystallization of its 
salts. The hydrochloride of phenosafranine 
forms canthurides preen needles, which are 
difficulty soluble in cold water, but readily in 
hot. The sulphate forms steel blue needles. 

When the diethylparaphenylendiamine pre- 
pared from nitrosodiethylaniline is oxydized in 
presence of 2 mol. of aniline, diethylsatranine 
is produced. This isa tuchsine red coloring 
matter, the chlorhydrate of which crystallizes 
in beautiful green, lustrous needles. 
platinum salt, which also forms green needles, 
when dried at 100 deg. C, has the composition: 
2C;sH 4Na(CsHs)gHClPtCl, 1f in the same 
way 1 mol. of paraphenylendiamine with 1 mol. 
of aniline is oxidized, a compound is produced 
which dyes shades very similar to the above. 
It is not identical with it however, but only 
isomeric, Although 
give green salts with sulphuric acid, they form 
no green diuzo-compounds, 

Tetraethylsaframine is produced 
oxydation of a mixture of equal molecules of 
diethylphenylendiamine,, diethylaniline and 
aniline, The coloring watter differs from the 
previous ones, by its much more violet shade. 


It is obtaincd still purer, when, as Bindschedler 


has done in the preparation of the correspond- 
ing methyl-derivatives, the green product of 
the oxydation of the tirst numed base, is heated 
with aniline hydrochloride, with the addition 
of some bichromate in aqueous solution. The 
coloring matter forms a very soluble chlor- 
hydrate, but a very difficulty soluble, double 
salt with zine chloride, which crystallizes in 
beautiful erystals. The latter forms large 
scales, glittering like gold. On wool and silk 
it dyes with a violet shade, an the latter with a 
fine fluorescence. The coloring matter is not 
sufficiently fast for technical purposes. 

When the safranines are prepared by oxidiz- 
ing in the cold, blue or green compounds are 
formed, as has already been stated. On heat- 
ing they decompose with the formation of saf- 
ranine. A quite permanent coloring matter 
belonging to this class is Witt’s toluylen blue, 
which contains 2 atoms more of hydrogen than 
the corresponding safranine. Bindschedler also 
prepares a permanent green coloring matter by 
oxidizing a nuxture of dimethylparaphenyldia- 
mine with dimethylaniline, 

Further investigations show that in the saf- 
ranine coloring matters two amido radicals are 
connected by u nitrogen atom, and that the 
latter occupies the para position, as compared 
with the two amido groups. Safranine ap- 
pears to be a derivative of triphenylamine, and 
there is much analogy with rosaniline, as a de- 
rivative of triphenylmethane.

ence of mercuric chloride, in which case bright 
copper red crystals separate on cooling. 
heated these crystals soften and decompose. 

When the above mentioned zine double salt 
or the so-called dimethylpiienylengreen is mix- 
ed with 1 mol. aniline acetate and oxydized at 
a boiling heat with potassium bichromate, a 
Leautiful voilet coloring matter is obtained, 
which show a fine fluorescence in agneous solu- 
tion, and still more in alcoholic solution. In 
its chemical behavior it 18 very much like saf- 
ranine, and proves to be tetramethylphenylen 
safranine. Tetramethylphenylensafranine ni- 
trate crystalizes easily, and has a brownish vio- 
let color. 

If in the conversion of dimethylphenylen- 
green into safranine, the aniline is replaced by 
paratoluidine, orthotoluidine, xylidinc c., 
similar coloring matters are produced, but not 
with a third molecule of dimethylaniiine. 

By oxydizing 1 mol. dimethyiparaphenylen- 
alamine and 2 mol. aniline with potassium 
bichromate, a fushsine red coloring matter is 
produced, the dimethylphenylensafranine. In 
this case the aniline may also be replaced by 
other monamines, e.g. by ortholuidine, ortho- 
toluidine and paratoluidine alone. Diethy|lpara- 
phenylendiamine, when used instead of dime- 
thylparaphenylendiamine gives similar coloring 
matters in all cases, 

3 kilos of aniline were treated, as in the prep- 
aration of ordinary safranine with nitrous acid, 
then reduced with zine and hydrochloric acid, 
oxydized with potassium bichromate, neutra) 
ized with milk of lime, and then precipitated 
with salt. 410 gms. ofa coloring matter were 
obtained, which on examination prove to be 
phenylen safranine hydrochloride. 

All safranines are decolorized by reducing 
agents. In order to determine how many 
atoms of hydrogen were taken up in this pro- 
cess, a weighed quantity of pure phenylensaf- 
ranine were titred in an atmosphere of hydro- 
gen, the air being excluded, with a solution of 
ferrous ammonia-sulphate. It was found that 
4 atoms of hydrogen enter the leuco base. 

The composition, of all safranines, may be 
expressed by the general formula Cn Hgnt-99N,4.— 
Dingler.

Indigo Dyeing in China, 
MAX, WEBER. 

The Chinese dye works gencrally consist of 
an open space, in which a number of vats are 
placed. The majority of the latter, contain 
indigo, which is most used in Chinese dyeing, 


and forms one of the most valuable agricul- | 


tural products of that strange country. 
Many are of the opinion, that the plant 
not grow outside of the tropics, but this is not 
so. Indigo plantations are not only to be found 
in Mongolia, but also on the Island of Formosa. 
The seed is sowed in long, narrow furrows, 
about 2—5 inches deep. Between each of these 
is a space of 10--12inches. The seeds rapidly 
take root, and the plant soon makes its appear- 
ance. The ground is caretully kept clear of 
weeds. Two months after sowing, the shrub is 
in fu)Jl boom and then contains the largest 
amount of coloring matter; then is the harvest. 
The cutters hold the plant with the left hand, 


and cut it with a sickle, guided by the right. A | 


large number of plants thus cut, are tied to- 
gether in bundles. At the end of 6--7 weeks 
a second harvest takes place. It is well known 
that the indigo plant is so productive, that 
three to four harvests from the same plant, are 
of common occurrence. After the second cut- 
ting however, the roots are gencrally so much 
weakened, that the product is only of medium 
quality. 

From the field, the “sheaves” are brought 
into stone or well tightened vats, containing 
water to which some glue has been added. In 
course of a few hours fermentation sets in. 
The time required, depends greatly on the tem- 
perature however, and is sometimes as much 
as 20—24 hours. It is very important, that this 
ferment#tion continue only fora given length 


into another vat in which it is beaten with oars, 
This produces a dark blue color, und enables 
the coloring matter to precipitate or settle, At 
the end of two hours, the liquid is drawn trom 
the sediment, and the latter is builed down 
until it attains the proper consistency: It is 
strained in baskets or cloths, in which the indi- 
go is also dried, the latter operation being per- 


formed at a high sun heat. Finally it is brought |

Prussian blue is also much used for dyeing 
in China at the present time. At first it wag 
imported in large quantities. A Chinese geq. 
man is said to have learned the process of man- 
ufacture in England, and to have introduced it 
into his country on his return. Since then im. 
portation has ceased. 

Large establishments for the manufacture of 
Prussian blue are located at Fat-shan, on the 
western branch of the Canton river, On the 
hills near the Shu-hing Pass the water mills 
may be seen, which are used in the preparation 
of this material.— Deutsche Taerb. Teg.

Shaving Soap. 


It is well known that a shaving soap made by 
boiling is to be preferred to every other, 
whether prepared by the cold process or 
warm. Itisof great importance that all the 
sycerin produced in the boiling of soap enters 
the waste lye and is not retained by the soap, 
ss isthe case in the other methods. 

Glycerin prevents the formation of a good 
lather, and consequently interferes very much 
in this particular kind of soap. A good shaving 
sap should give a lather quickly and in 
large quantity. It is not an easy matter to 
make a first-class, perfect shaving soap; at 
least to make it as perfect as the barbers want 
it, Ihave never heard one of them say that 
the soap is good; they always find that some- 

is wrong. 

There are many methods for making shaving 
wap, and they are all praised as being good. 
It is impossible to please everybody, and this is 
Particularly true in the case of this soap. There 
are but few soap-makers who supply a perfect 
uticle, and those who havea good method are 
hot likely to give it to the public. Shou!d any 
manufacturer ever attempt to make sucha 
‘ap according to the formula published in a 
certain trade (?) journal, and by so doing obtain

The orders coming in are in 
very few cases for large amounts, but there 
isa steady demand for parcels for immediate 
consumption. Buyers appear to have little 


confidence in the stability of prices, as it has |. 


been ordinarily the case that prices drop off late 
in the fall and the present position of the seed 
market is evidently not appreciated by them. 
The prospects are that prices must soon go 
higher as the markets for seed and cake are 
both against the crushers. 

The market for crude cottonseedoil has been 
extremely dull; there have been buyers in the 
market, but their views were considerably be- 
low those of holders, and consequently very 
little business has resulted. The situation at 
the close was, the buyers looking for a change 
in their favor, while the holders were some- 
what encouraged by the firm advices from the 
South. At Memphis and New Orleang the 
holders are stiff in their views, and quote a 
price considerably higher than could be real- 
ized here, freight added. 

Summer yellow cottonseed oil has not been 
in request the past week although there bave 
been sellers willing to accept lower rates. There 
have been sales the past week at 42}¢c for prime, 
and further lots have been offered at the same 
figure. Some brands are held above this price 
and sales of choice have been reported up to 
Mo. T ket at the close was very fiat, 
however, and few bids could be secured which 
holders would accept. The business appears to 
be in a very unsatisfactory position and both 
buyers and seliers are awaiting a change with 
some solicitude, At Memphis prime is quoted 
at 40c, with best cooking grades at 42c, yellow 
winter at 45c, white summer at 43c,and white 
winter at 47c, with a fair business doing. 

Cottonseed soapstock is not selling very 
well, although a few fair parcels have changed 
hands at about previous values.

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In Crude Menhaden oil there has been very 
little movement the past week, and owing to 
this lack of demand holders have shown a wil- 
lingness to modify their views in order to effect 
sales. A couple of lots of prime have been 
placed at 414%c, and more could be secured at 
that price though some holders ask a higher 
figure for oil at the factories. Fish in large 
quantities have been reported in Massachusetts 
Bay, and it is expected if the pleasant weather 
laste considerable oil will yet be made. Pressed 
and bleached oils are unchanged in price, but 
have been rather slow of sale. 

Bank and Straits oils have been very quiet, 
the only business doing being in small jobbing 
parcels. Prices remain steady at 42@43c for 
Banks, and 44@45c for Straits. 

Refined Sperm oil has been rather quiet the 
past week and no new features of interest have 
developed. The prices are steady, while there 
is some anxiety as tothe result of the sea- 
son’s fishing, news being now almost daily ex- 
pected, which will determine whether we are 
to have a full supply or a short one. 

Refined Whale oil has also been very quiet 
the past week but dealers adheresteadily to the 
prices heretofore quoted, An arrival at San 
Francisco from the Arctic, bringing afew days’ 
later news reports no improvement in the out- 
look, but this will hardly affect the market as 
the later catch may bring the business up to 
the average. 

There has been no movement of cod oil and 
prices are nominally unchanged, though for a 
round lot it is probable a slight shading would 
be accepted. 

The market for saponified oil has been de- 
cidedly flat, and sales have been made at lower 
figures, but there is considerable oil pressing on 
the market and even the lower prices do not 
prove a temptation to buyers, We quote at 46 
@47c, according to quantity, but it is intimated 
that 45c would be accepted for a round lot.

Paraffine oils are in good request, but the re- 
cent action of the principal manufacturers in 
reducing their prices bas caused considerable 
commotion in the trade. For best %5 gravity 
oil 17@18c is asked by the principal dealers, but 
there are lote offering at 16@lé6}¢c, some of 
which are very fine appearing oils, though 
usually deficient in some essential, and down 
to lic is quoted for oils off in quality. For 28 
gravity oil dealers still claim to realize 134@ 
l4c, but there isa large supply on the market 
and 13c is freely accepted by some, while for 
oils of off quality 122@12c is readily accepted. 
For 30 gravity oil there is only a light call and 
prices are steady at 10@12c, according to 
quality and holder. 

Black oils continue in good request, especially 
for those oilsshowing a ‘good cold test. For 25 
to 30 deg. cold test oils there is a fair demand, 
but the quantities called for are not large. and 
buyers take only sufficient to supply their wants 
until cold weather sets in. The price with most 
dealers is steady at 9}44@10c, but there have been 
sales at 9c, and there are still sellers at that 
figure. There is a growing trade in 15 deg. cold 
test oil, and asthe supply of this is not large 
the price is steady at 11@12c. Zero oil has also 
had considerable attention, but the offerings 
are not larze, and the price is steady at 17@18c. 
Oils showing a cold test of 5 to 8 deg. are of- 
fered at lic. Summer oils now have only a 
light call for small parcels, and these are now 
held at 7c, though some lots may still be secured 
at 6c. 

Bloomless neutral oils are in light supply and 
consequently holders have no difficulty in real- 
izing fair prices for these. Although the de- 
mand has not been brisk there is still sufficient 
call to prevent any accumulation, and the pro- 
duction bas recently been light owing to un- 





favorable weather. For 3 gravity bloomless 
30@32c is quoted with considerable sales at the 
latter figure, but oils not stricly bloomless 


have been plentiful and are offered at varying | 


prices from 17 to 20c, while some are offered 
even lower. For 37 gravity bloomless the mar- 
ket is somewhat firmer by reason of good 
demand and rather light supplies and 22c is 
generally quoted, although some lots can still 
be secured at 20c. For 37 gravity not bloom- 
less there is only a modgrate demand, and as 
supplies are large prices are a little irregular. 
Forbest lots holders quote 16@lic, but other 
grades may be secured at buyers’ views, and 
we hear of sales down to 1244c. 

Cylinder stocks have been in good request 
the past week, and the best qualities are steady 
as to price. The supply of off qualities is large, 
as is the case with the other oils, but stock 
showing a fire test of fully 600 deg. is not large, 
and for this the price is steady at 28@25c, ac- 
cording to holder. The bulk of the business 
has been at the latter figure, and there is very 
little disposition to shade prices where such a 
course would influence a larger purchase. 
For stock showing a fire test of 550 deg. the mar- 
ket may be said to be 16@I17c, but less has been 
accepted, while 15c is quoted for 525 deg. stock.

The movement in refined for the week has 
continued on a most limited scale. The busi- 
ness has been even less than that for the week 
preceding, when but 50,000 bbls represented the 
transactions for the entire seven days. Refin- 
ers, however, have not hesitated to maintain 
the price for 70 Abel test at 84c, though occa- 
sional offers of resale contracts at 83¢c have 
been made. Notwithstanding the prolonged 
inactivity, the position of refiners is by no 
means the subject of commiseration. They are 
pushed to complete contracts entered into sev- 
eral months since; they feel that the present 
price of crude is relatively above the 
figures asked by them for their product, 
and in addition they have a quasi-support 
in improved state of the foreign markets which 
for a week past have been well sustained. With 
these facts in view it is believed that the 
refined article will not be subject to much 
fluctuation except in the interest of holders. 

A good jobbing trade in refined for home use 
has been effected and all prices are firmly main- 
tained. Water white—150 test is scarce and not 
freely offered even at present figures, and 
throughout the entire test the same conserva- 
tive feeling as to offerings is noticed. Itis 
therefore not surprising that all prices are 
firmly and well maintained. 

Refined in cases has had rather a poor move- 
ment, but many of the manufacturers are 
busily engaged on contracts for shipment to 
the Mediteranean, Levant, Java and Japan and 
the loss of new business is not of material in- 
terest to them at the moment. 

Gasoline, crude naphtha and residuum are 
firmly quoted and the recent advances in gaso- 
lene and residuum have not in any way hinder- 
ed most excellent domestic inquiries for those 
products.

Cinchona Cultivation in Bengal. 


It appears from the Annual Report of the 
Government Cinchona Plantation in Bengal, 
for the year 1882-83, that the progress made has 
been most satisfactory, The crop of the year 
is the largest that has yet been harvested on the 
plantations, and, moreover, the price of the 
febrifuge produced has been lower than in any 
former year, owing to the large percentage of 
alkaloids extracted from the bark used in man- 
ufacture, On the other hand, the result of the 
planting operations of the year shows a de- 
crease of about 50,000 cinchona trees on the re- 
turns of 1881-2, due to the uprooting of a large 
number of the Calisaya and hybrid varieties, 
which were found to possess bark of poor 
quility. In conformity with the same policy 
of raising the standard of the produce of these 
estates, that caused the removal of these in- 
ferior trees, 160,085 red bark trees, which had to 
beuprooted in the ordinary rotation followed 
on the plantation, were replaced, not by red 
barks, but by yellow barks and hybrids. Ar- 
rangements are made for the planting out of a 
number of the best kinds of Ledgeriana and 
hybrid cinchonas at Ranjung, in the new cin- 
chona preserves across the Teesta. Dr. King, 
the superintendent, has had analysis made of 
tight distinct forms of hybrid cinchona trees, 
ad he points out that No.4 of these is very 
poor in quinine, while No. 7 appears to be ex- 
ceptionally rich. The trees uprooted during 
the year belonged to class No. 4, and those now 
belug planted to No.7. The total number of 
cinchona trees of all sorts, at the close of the 
Year, Was 4,711, 168; numely, red (Winchuna suc- 
cirubra), 3,713,200; yellow; (Calisaya ledyeriana), 
2,908; hybrid, unnamed variety, 304,878; and 
other kinds, 30,592. 

Asalready stated, the crop of the year is the 
largest that has yet been harvested. It amount- 
¢d to 996,980 pounds of dry bark, of which 372,- 
£0 pounds were of Succirubra, 22,120 pounds of

Cuprea, began to be poured into the London 
market from the northern part of South Ameri- 
ca. The supplies of this have steadily increas- 
ed, until now Cuprea forms a very large pro- 
portion of the quinine bark imported into 
Europe. At first the botanical origin of Cuprea 
was unknown, but it has now been’ ascertained 
to be the produce of a species of Remija,a 
genus botanically allied to cinchona. Remija is 
said to be less particular as to soil and climate, 
and it is not unlikely that it may be possible to 
cultivate it in this country. I have, therefore, 
been anxiously trying for some time to get 
seed of Remija. I regret, hOwever, to say that 
from the only packet which I have been able to 
secure, only a single seedling has resulted. 
Further efforts shall, however, be made to 
secure seed, and I hope before long to have a 
patch of Remija trees added to the plantation.” 
The crop for 1883-84 is estimated to produce 
about 350,000 pounds of dry bark, and the stock 
of febrifuge on hand at the end of the 
year 1882-83 was 2,96244 pouncs: this is nearly 
double the amount of the previous year, which 
was only 1,500% pounds, but it is not thought to 
be too much, as it is only equal to about four 
months’ consumption. The revenue derived 
from the sale of the febrifuge, seed plants and 
bark, amounted to Rs,.152,807 la., and the ope- 
rations of the year resulted in a profit of 


Rs.66,284 9a. 5p., which is equal to a dividend of 
It is 


644d. per cent. on the capital outlay. 
stated that the total saving effected since the 


opening of the factory by the substitution of 
the febrifuge for sulphate of quinine amounts 


to 2344 lakhs of rupees, or more than twice the 
amount of the cost of the plantations. 


Improvements have been made in the manu- 


facture, by whicha larger percentage of alka- 


loids is extracted from the bark, but, according 


to the report, the present system is admittedly 
wasteful, in that it fails to convert into febri- 
fuge the whole of the alkaloids which the bark 
contains, while there is no doubt that, by the 
adoption of a different and more costly process 
of manufacture, a still larger percentage of the 
medicinal alkaloids could be extracted. It is 
not, however, equally certain whether the feb- 


rifuge so obtained could be turned out at a less 


cost per pound. The whole subject of the 
course to be adopted in the disposal of the raw 
produce of the plantations is still under the 
consideration of Government. 

Dr. King has succeeded in obtaining an anal- 


ysis of the bark renewed on Succirubra trees 
that had their original bark removed by the 


shaving process introduced by Mr. Moens, the 
distinguished Director of Cinchona Cultivation 


to the Dutch Government. It appears that this 
process consists in shaving off the greater part 
of a living tree to the height of from eight to 
ten feet from the ground, care being taken to 
leave everywhere a sufficiently thick layer of 
bark to cover the wood, This method has had 
a fair trialon the Sikkim plantations, and the

84.5 per cent. of the 2,752,475 tons of coke which 
the United States produced, showing that if 
condensers were put on our coke furnaces the 
tar produced would be geographically centered 
around one point, viz, Pittsburgh, and accessi- 
ble for manufacturing purposes with svarcely 
any freight. 

Coke furnaces with condensers produce 4 per 
cent. of tar and 9 per cent. of ammonia water; 
hence from this source alone we could derive

The above figures show that the United States 
consume yearly about 4,500,000 tons of all coal 
that is mined for gas, and this produces over 
180,000 tons of coal-tar. 

The whole world produces yearly about 600,- 
000 tons of coal-tar, and 285,000 tons are, ac- 
cording to the best estimates, used for the pro- 
duction of raw materials for the color works. 
England distils yearly 475,000 tons of tar; 
France, 50,000 tons; Germany, 37,500 tons; Uni- 
ted States, a very small amount. 

The color factories consume large quantities 
of raw materials, which of course cannot be 
produced on the spot, and the cost of freight 
for sending crude tar from the smailer gas 
works in the country towns would be too great, 
as will be seen below; hence nearly all gas fac- 
tories distil their own tar. 

The bulk of the benzine and toluene deriva- 
tives, such as aniline and toluidine, used in the 
United States for color making, is imported. 
Amiolobenzol and toluodine are the commence- 
ment material for a whole series of colors, viz., 
aniline red, violet, blue, &c. Pure toluol is at 
present much used in the preparation of artifi- 
cial indigo. 

The Chinese consume large quantities of 
these colors and they are totally supplied frum 
Europe, although the United States have the 
geographical advantage with an almost .un- 
limited supply of crude material. 


The United States imported from Europe for 
her own use in the fiscal year 1880-’81, 809,225 
pounds of aniline colors and 898,539 pounds of 
alizarine paste, the entrance duty on the same 
being $1,300,000. There are 9 extensive distil- 
leries and 29 color works in Germany. An idea 
of the extensiveness of some of the factories 
can beshown from the following statistics on 
two of the larger factories in Germany. The 
“Badische Anilin und Soda-Fabrik”’ in Lud- 
wigshafen, has an extensive branch at Stutt- 
gart, one in France, at Neuville, one in Russia, 
at Butirki, and an extensive agency at New 
York; at the principal factory at Ludwigs- 
hafen they employ 60 persons connected with 
the selling and financial part (bead chemists 
here included) and 1,920 workmen and assistant 
chemists. 

The advantages to be derived from the full 
development of the alizarine manufacture in 
the United States will not be confined merely 
to the producers and consumers of the dye, but 
other collateral industries, such, for instance, 
as the manufacturers of soda, of ordinary and 
of fuming sulphuric acid, and of bichromate 


andf‘chlorate of potash, will be 1 ly benefit-

For the production of 9,000 tons of artificial 
20 per cent, alizarine there are required some- 
where about 3,000 tons of 55 to 60 per cent. an- 
thracine, 3,000 to 4,000 tons of bichromate of 
potash (in this estimate there is no allowance 
made for the regeneration of the chromates) 
18,800 tons of rectified sulphuric acid or corres- 
pondingly less when muriatic acid is used for 
precipitating the alizarine, from 2,000 to 3,000 
tons of 45 to 50 per cent. anhydrous fuming 
sulphuric acid, 10,000 of 70 per cent. white caus- 
tic soda (this includes the necessary quantity 
of carbonate), and 450 to 500 tons of chlorate of 
potash, The manufacture of alizarine, as at 
present carried on, is so based and perfected by 


To carry on a business of this kind success 
fully will, however, require not only that it be 
commenced with capital large enough go as to 
produce large quantities and thus reduce the 
proportion of working expenses, but also to 
establish it on sound, commercial and scientific 
principles. 

The operation is simple, requiring only a good 
distilling kettle of the requisite capacity; fur- 
ther, it does not require professional manage- 
ment, as a good workman soon learns to oper- 
ate the whole affair properly. There is at Kehl 
an establishment of this kind very complete in 
its arrangements, in which the coal from the 
Strasburg gas company and surrounding places 
is distilled. 

The operation is as follows: The still is gradu- 
ally heated, and the first that passes over, first 
runnings, is caught separately, and is that part 
of the distillate which has a specific gravity of 
not over 0.85; it contains some ammonia water, 
and consists principally of benzole and its 
homologues, and amounts to from 2 per cent 
to 4 per cent of the tar. 

The receiver is next changed when the distil- 
late begins to sink in the water. This portion, 
light oil, has a specific gravity of from 0.8 to 0.9, 
contains principally benzole and homologues, 
and is from 7 per cent to 8 per cent of the tar. 

After the distillate begins to sink under 
water the receiver is next changed, and the 
portion distilling over between 210 and 400 deg. 
is caught separately as heavy oil. In the first 
part of this distillate the naphthaline is con- 
tained, and is crystallized out on cooling. Then 
come phenols and creasols, and at last the so- 
called “green grease,’ which consists princi- 
pally of anthracine. The whole amount of 
heavy oil is about 37 per cent of the crude tar. 
The larger portion which remains in the retort 
is pitch, and sold as such after being first made 
inte briquettes, which are much used in Eu- 
rope for heating purposes. 

Iam not informed whether these are now 
made in the United States,but I think not,as the 
production of these briquettes is a result of the 
process just described. They are made in large 
quantities throughout Germany and largely in 
this district. They are extensively used, being 
quite cheap; 100 pounds can be purchased for 
23 cents. 

Europe produces yearly 2,500,000 briquettes, 
Making an average on the amount of the differ- 
ent distillates and residues obtained by the dis- 
tillation of coat tar, gives from one ton of tar:

By the simple distillation the tar is greatly 
reduced in bulk to several and all very saleable 
products, allof which goes to the aniline fac- 
tories except the ammonia water and pitch. 
Further, when the purification of these several 
distillates is completed at the aniline factories, 
the per cent. of pure material is still further 
reduced. The following is an accurate average 
of the pure products from the Berlin gas com- 
pany’s tar. One hundred pounds crude tar 
yield:

Some of the larger gas companies purify the 
first distillates, while some sell their crude tar. 
Of course these exceptions are caused hy the 
situation of the gas factory and its distance 
from an aniline factory.

The Differences Between the Essen- 
tial Oils of Cinnamon and Cassia. 


BY ALFRED H. JACKSON, F.C.S. 


In the first report it was shown that the rela- 
tive density of cinnamon was 1.0097, whilst that 
of cassia was 1.0366; also that the specific refrac- 
tive energy of cinnamon was .32102, whilst that 


of cassia was .28685. 

Residue (1).—Some experiments were made 
upon this substance, which had been formed 
by passing steam through uncombined mix- 


tures of cassia and potassium bisulphite solu 
tion. It hada brown color, a sweet taste, with 
a trace of saline bitterness; it did not rotate the 
plane of polarization, though it reduced Feh- 
ling’s solution slightly, and more abundantly 
after boiling with dilute sulphuric acid; thence 
its sweetness cannot be assigned with certainty 
to the presence of a saccharose, asthe Fehling’s 
solution may have been reduced by the benzal- 
dehyde, the presence of which was revealed by 
its odor, and the source of which was probably 
due to oxidation of the cinnamaldehyde. Some 
of the residue was evaporated to dryness and 
treated with ether, but none dissolved therein. 
On treating with methylated spirit a small por- 
tion entered into solution; the alcohol was 
evaporated off. leaving a yellow residue, solu- 
ble in water, but having a more bitter taste 
than the original residue, thus showing that it 
was not identical with it. The source of the 
sweetness of this residue is interesting, because 
it may be the same as that which gives sweet- 
ness to the essential oils. 

Bertagnini’s Method.—(a) With Alcohol.—In 
the first report it was stated that the white 
magma, resulting from the combination of cin- 
namaldehyde with potassium bisulphite, was 
washed with methylated spirit. This alcoholic 
filtrate was distilled with sodium carbonate; 
also by passing steam through. To the distil- 
lates sodium chloride was added, but no change 
or separation of alcoholic from aqueous solu- 
tions was observable, and no oil was recoy- 
erable. 

(b) With Petroleum.—The action of American 
petroleum spirit (b.p. 80 deg. to 90 deg.) was 
then tried. The essential oils were each shaken 
up witha large quantity of the spirit, and 
boiled; - they dissolved, but mostly separated 
out again on cooling. On shaking some of the 
petrolinc solution of oil with the aqueous solu 
tion of potassium bisulphite, no satisfactory 
combination was effected. 


(c) With Ether.—Oil of cassia was shaken up 
with a potassium bisulphite solution, the mass 
thrown onto a filter and washed with ether 
until a mass of pearly-white crystals was left 
on the filter. The filtrate consisted of a lower 
layer of watery solution of potassium bisul- 
phite, and an upper one of the ethereal solu- 
tion. The cthereal solution was decanted, and 
the ether distilled off on a water-bath; the oily 
residue was then treated again with KHSO, 
solution, and the process repeated about a 
score of times, until no more precipitate was 
formed with the KHSO, solution. This oily 
residue (2)—oil of cassia deprived of cinnamal- 
dehyde—was dried with CaCl, and distilled:— 
lst, distilled’ under 100 deg., a few drops ofa 
pale yellow, sweet, pungent oil, like cinnamal- 
dehyde; 2d, distilled about 260 deg., afew 
grams of a dark-brown, sweet, smoky, pungent 
oil; 3d, distilled at 280 deg., a few grams ofa 
dark-brown, bitter, smoky, pungent oil. There 
was a burnt, acrid smell, and a charred mass in 
the retort, showing eremacausis. These two 
distillates were similar to the sixth distillate 
from the original oil. 

Oilof cinnamon was then treated similarly 
with the KHSO,; solution. Its oily residue (8) 
had a brown color distiuct from that of cinna 
mon, with an aromatic smell akin’ to that of 
clove. An attempt to determine its boiling 
point showed that it was not a simple body; 
for, on distillation it began to boil at about 200 
deg., rising to 250 deg., leaving a waxy residue 
and decomposing at 260 deg. There was nota 
sufficient quantity at disposal for a fractiona- 
tion to be made. Tested with concentrated 
sulphuric acid it showed a brownish-red color; 
an addition of water then turned it into a light 
mass of grayish-white resinous matter. Al- 
though residue (3) had ceased to give any pre- 
cipitate with KHSO, solution, yet to find out 
whether it were quite free from cinnamalde- 
hyde, the followiug tests were applied: A solu- 
tion of magenta chloride was decolorized by 
KHSO, and 80,; its violet-red color was at 
once restored by the essential oil, but not until 
after a long time—and then but very faintly— 
by (3). A more delicate test was the addition 
of some HCl and KNO, to sodium sulphanilate; 
to the solution of this diazobenzenesulphonate, 
made alkaline by NaOH, some of the essential 
oil—made alkaline—was added, and a violet-red 
color was developed; a similar result followed 
the substitution of (8) for the essential oil, thus 
showing that (3) still contaihed s very small 
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quantity of cinnamaldehyde. From two anal- 
yses of the ultimate composition of residue (3) 
the following results were got:—

Mean percentage, C, 74.66 and H, 9.17. 

But, asthe determination of its boiling point 
shows that it is not a simple substance, a form- 
ula cannot be deduced from these results, 

Thus this method of separation does not yield 
sufficiently definite results to cause one to use 
larger quantities of so costly an oil. 

Having a small sample of the pure oil of 
cinnamon left, it was burnt with the following 
results :—

A comparison of this result with the analysis 
of (3) shows that the elimination of cinnamal- 
dehyde alters very distinctly the composition 
of the oil, and so far justifies the use of Bertag- 
nini’s process as a good one, though not deli- 
cate enough for the end in view in this re- 


search.—Pharm. Jour. and Trans.

Chinese Opium. 


The Foreign Customs Inspectorate of China 
have issued their report for last year. It says 
that there has been a steady improvement in 
the quality of Chinese-grown opium. It is 
cultivated on the slopes of the Western hills in 
quantities which ‘increase every year, and, 
although we are told in this report that the de- 
pression of trade and the efforts of the Govern- 





ment have somewhat restricted the Use Of the 
drug, it is probable that one-fourth of the 
people are opium-smokers. The home-gro; 

article comes chiefly from Mongolia te 
from North Manchuria; but, although ieee 
the southern provinces have recently taken : 
the cultivation of the poppy, no very serio 

inroad has yet been made on the export pe 
ness of the Indian Government. Indeed itis 
suggested by this report that the apparent 
decrease may be largely accounted for by the 
fact that the merchants at Kiungchow and 
Pakhoi have taken to importing opium from 
Singapore in Chinese junks instead or in foreign 
steamers. This mode of supply is not shown in

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The Development of the Tartaric 
Acid Industry. 


This branch of industry furnishes, as is well 
known, two products of great importance— 
crude tartaric acid, and crude potassium bi- 
tartrate, or cream of tartar. Chemically pure 
tartaric acid, potassium bi-tartrate, and other 
salts of tartaric acid are only produced in com- 
paratively small quantities, for the purpose of 
pharmacy, ete. 

Turtarie Acid.—In the first working of the 
raw materials, Dietrich’s process has been em- 
ployed for along period. This consists in ex- 
posing the materials containing tartaric acid, 
such as crude tartar, dried and fresh wine-lees, 
ete., toa high temperature (140 deg. to 170 deg. 
C.) in closed vessels, an operation simply effect- 
ed by boiling under pressure, or by dry treat- 
ment (heating with superheated steam). The 
various forms of Lehmann’s superheated 
steam apparatus are recommended for the lat- 
ter purpose. Owing to the heating the impure 
product can be easily washed, and the clear so- 
lution containing tartaric acid separated, espe- 
cially by the aid of filter- presses, which are 
p-eferable for this purpose. The second step 
in the preparation of tartaric acid is the precip- 
itation of calcium tartrate, and the proposals of 
Dietrich and Goldenberg, to obtain the potash 
of the tartar as a by-product, either as carbo- 
nate or hydrate, in addition to the lime salt, 
are worthy of notice. Technical difficulties, 
but chietly, however, the enormous Stassfurt 
production of cheap potash salts, appear to 
have led to the abandonment of the patents for 
these excellent processes. England and Amer- 
ica produce as a by-product, in considerable 
quantities, potassium sulphate free from so- 
dium, which, for certain purposes at least, is 
well suited, The decomposition of the calcium 
tartrate, by means of sulphuric acid and the 
separation of the tartaric acid liquor by the 
usual methods, need not be described. 

Evaporation of the Liquor.—Tartaric acia, in 
the course of evaporation, is very sensitive to 
the influences of higher temperatures, particu- 
larly in the presence of the small quantities of 
free sulphuric acid generally present. The 
evaporation is, consequently, an operation to 
be carried out with great care. and is effected 
in open pans by means of leaden steam pipes. 
It is also etfected in vacuum pans, at a lower 
temperature. These forms of apparatus are 
constructed exclusively of lead, and the d.fli- 
culties in the way of their construction may 
have prevented their generalemployment. An 
excellent apparatus was constructed at Lyons, 
15 years ago, for the tartaric acid factory of 
Mulaton & Co., and having been introduced 
some years later into Germany, is still worked 
with conspicuous success, The construction 
of this apparatus is kept secret. According to 
Thorn, the pans are spherical, and made of two 
halves like the older vacuum pans in sugar re- 
fineries. Foradiameter of 1,500 to 2,000 m.m. 
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the thickness of the lead is about 40 to 45 mm. 
The heating of the fluid is accomplished by 
means of leaden steam pipes. Great hindrances 
to the general employment of vacuum appara- 
tus are their immense weight and the very high 
price. These disadvantages may be overcome 
by substituting iron or copper plate for the 
lead. The necessity of vacuum apparatus is 
very generally acknowledged. During the 
evaporation of the acid liquors a separation of 
gypsum takes place, the removal of which has 
not yet been satisfactorily accomplished. An 
addition of barium oxalate, which throws 
down two insoluble bodies—barium sulphate 
and calcium oxalate—is recommended by Kun- 
heim. This plan is efficacious, but unfortu- 
nately too expensive. 

Cream of Tartar.—The purification of this 
compound is still effected in an empirical man- 
ner, and by simple crystallization, with clarify- 
ing and decolorizing processes. Two products 
are obtained—the pale and reddish-colored va- 
rieties, in which the coloring matter is more or 
less completely removed, and which contain 
calcium tartrate as animpurity. It would be 
easy, With the help of a mineral acid, to pre- 
pare the salt pure, and this would be equally 
desirable both for buyers and sellers, as the 
calcium tartrate is only so much dead weight. 
Serious efforts in this direction have been hith- 
erto frustrated by the indolence of traders— 
only the price of the ordinary product could at 
first be obtained for the purecrystals. The tar- 
taric acid industry, particularly in wine pro- 
ducing countries, is one of considerable magni- 
tude, especially as regards the collection and 
treatment of the acid-yielding residues. As 
long as the consumption of tartaric acid and its 
salts was limited, the collection of the crusts of 
tartar, which formed on the sides of vats, was 
sufficient. Now, however, tiis source has be- 
come inadequate, and a regular collection and 
treatment of the other residues is practiced. 
The annual production of tartaric acid is as 
follows :—

TUESDAY EVENING, Nov. 7, 1883. 


Business has been very quiet during the past 
week, and even less satisfactory has the total 
outlet been than during the preceding weeks. 
The cause for this continued dullness is not ap- 
parent, and while dealers have beer hopeful 
that an improvement would set in soon, tlitre 
appears to be no indications to warrant the ex- 
pectation of immediate improvement. There 
are very few changes in values, and the only 
ones noted are in favor of holders. 

The market for indigo has been very quiet, 
no sales of consequence being reported, and 
the business in Jobbing parcels has been smaller 
even than during the preceding weeks. Deal- 
ers report that consumers are pretty well sup- 
plied, and that it will therefore doubtless be 
some time before any important movement 
takes place. Prices remain steady at our quo- 
tations. 

Gambier has been slow of sale but the price 
has stiffened somewhat, and the lowest figure 
now named is 7c, and there isa prospect that 
still higher prices will be asked. The only sales 
reported are a lot of several 100 bags at 63{c, 
cash, and one of 200 bags at 7c. For later arri- 
vals, 634c is named, but there is very little 
offering for balance of year and first months of 
1884. A further advance is looked for by most 
dealers. In jobbing parcels 7c is the lowest 
figure now quoted. 

There have been several fair sales of cutch 
the past week, and prices have stiffened some- 
what in consequence. The sales comprise 3,000 
bxs M M slab at 6c, and the market is now stiff 
at 6@6\4c, with most holders now asking the 
outside figure. The supply of slab is now con- 
siderably reduced, and an advance would not 
prove surprising. Star B is still quoted at 644c 
and S M bag at 7c, at which figures the market 
is very firm, but we hear of nothing doing be- 
yond moderate jobbing sales. 

There have been no transactions in prime 

Sicily sumac, the market being entirely bare 
and the quantities in second hands is small. 
For the small lots available from second hands 
$145 is asked. For future shipments $125 is the 
nominal quotation, but it is uncertain whether 
any considerable orders could be filled at that 
figure, as the continental orders have to be 
filled and the supply is very small. Virginia is 
higher and now held at $75@80. There is a good 
inquiry, and were supplies to be had there 
would doubtless be a good trade in progress. 
B@ Turmeric is in good, steady, jobbing demand, 
and supplies having steadily decreased, prices 
have stiffened, dealers now requiring 54@64c 
for Madras and Aleppo. Bengal roots are still 
to be had at 5@5}¢c and powdered at 6}4@ic. 

Chinese nutgalls have a fair amount of atten- 
tion, but the business is confined to the wants 
of consumers for current requirements. Prices 
are very firm at 20@23c, and supplies are by no 
means burdensone. Blue Aleppo galls have 
also been in request, though the business was 
not large. These are quoted at 14@14\c. 


Bichromate of potash has been in good de- 
mand the past week, and there having been 
fair arrivals, the supply is now sufficient to 
meet all probable requirements. Prices re- 
main steady at 1344@l4c, according to quantity. 


Yellow prussiate of potash still continues to 
be called forin good quantities, the demand 
being better than the average for other dye 
wares. American is steady at 24c, while for 
Scotch 24éc is generally quoted. Red is mov- 
ing slowly, but is steady at 4914@50c, as to 
quantity. ‘ 

Cochineal has been extremely dull the past 
week, no sales of consequence being reported: 
and only now and then a moderate parcel is in- 
quired for. The low prices recently quoted 
still prevail, though these are said to be con- 
siderably below cost of importation. We quote 
Teneriffe silvers at 18@20c and blacks at 20@22c. 

Albumen has been in steady fair request and 
is unchanged as to price, the same conditions 
which we have stated as bringing about the 
low prices still influencing the market. The 
demand is apparently not influenced by the low 
prices, a8 no large parcels are called for. We 
quote imported blood at 18@20c, domestic do 12 
@l5c according to quality, and egg at M5@58e. 


Western Corn Starch has not improved in de- 
mand,the only call being from consumers here, 
whose requirements are small, and the shippers 
doing nothing, being uninfluenced by low 
prices. We quote at 3c for bbls and 8c for 
bxs. Potato is quiet at 5@54c. 

The trade in dyewoods has been rather lisg ht 
the only sales of consequence reported being a 
few lots of logwood, aggregating about 500 tons 
at prices showing a little firmer tone owing to 
light supplies, but for later arrivals the market 
ig not stronger. Fustic has been dull and prices 
are barely steady. 

The demand for aniline colors has been dis- 
appointing, the call being confined to small 
parcels, and even in this way the movement 
has not been good. The demand for these 
goods appears to fluctuate more than usual 
this fall, one week moderately active and the 
next dull, while the average is not what it 
should be at this season of the year. There are 
no changes in prices to announce. 

Extracts continue in good request, manufac- 
turers reporting a very satisfactory trade for 
this season of the year.

Garancine Colors. 


Among the few dyestuffs which have kept | 
their former place in the dychouses since the 
invention of the aniline colors, garancine is 
one of the most important. Indigo, fast in its 
nature and also of a great value in the art of 
dyeing, has been more or less substituted by 
artificial dyes, although it has by no means 
found a competitor which was able to fully re 
present it. Several other dyes of the old type 
are still used, all of which may be replaced by 
artificial colors. Garancine, however, notwith- 
standing the thorough revolution which the 
artificial alizarine has been able to make in the 
use of madder, maintains its position, although 
we cannot know how leng this will be the case. 
Madder, as a dye, having become only of his- 
torical interest, is at present used only for the 
manufacture of garancine. While a gurancine 
bath is thoroughly exhausted in the dyeing 
operation, madder could only be deprived of a 
part of its coloring matter, which fact made 
the garancine of speciai value. The only defi- 
dency incomparison with madder existed in the 
somewhat diminished power of resisting soap, 
air, and light. Yet, garancine colors may be 
called comparatively fast; they stand soaping 
to some extent aud are very brilliant, and do 
not color the white underground, which is the 
case with madder colors, thus making the 
clearing operation easier. Garancine is gener- 
ally used for heavier shades, and is in these 
cases cheaper than any of its competing dye- 
stuffs. 


The manufacture of garancine from madder 
isa simple operation, but requires, neverthe- 
less, some care and attention. Madder is treat- 
ed with sulphuric acid, by which some coloring 
substances, which are combined with other 
bodies, as sugar, etc., are isolated, sugar and 
other substances are removed, and at the same 
time the pectine substances are converted into 
the soluble state and afterwards filtered. The 
whole operation is, therefore, only a purifica- 
tion of the dyeing material, removing all un- 
necessary matter, and converting those ingre- 
dients which were before in a useless form into 
asuitable state for the dyeing operation. 

The method of transferring*madder into gar- 
ancine is about the same in every manufactory. 
Although the single operations may vary from 
each other, the same principle forms the guide. 
Madder is at first mixed with about four times 
its weight of water. If the madder contains 
much lime, which can be easily detected by in- 
cinerating and testing the ashes, a small 
amount of sulphuric acid (about two per cent)

givesthe mixture a revolving motion. Care 


has to be taken that any powder or moist lumps 
which might adhere to the sides are removed 
and mixed in again. The boiling lasts from 
four to six hours, after which the mixture is 
| put on a filter. This consists of a large tank 
about four times as large as the boiling tank, 
and contains, about four inches from the bot- 
|tom, a frame arrangement, upon which the 
| woolen filter-cloth should rest. The cloth is 
put on this box, fastened on the sides, and is 
| allowed to heng pretty loose touching the lath 
bottom. The box is partly filled with 
water and then the boiled mixture 
allowed to run onthe cloth. The water in the 
| box cools the liquor off and saves the filter 
cloth, which would be damaged by the hot and 
sour liquor. The temperature of the liquor as 
it comes on the filter should not be over 32 deg, 
Cc, Any garancine remaining inthe boiling tub 
|is removed and put on the filter. The hot 
| liquor contains a great quantity of dyestuff 
| from the madder in solution, which would go 
through the filter if the cooling before filtering 
| was omitted. During the cooling these soluble 
ingredients are precipitated again and remain 
on the filter. It is important to have the filter- 
|ing done in a thorough manner, as the liquor 
very often contains some valuable substances. 
After the filtering process the garancine is 
washed three or four times, in order to remove 
the acid as much as possible. It is mixed for 
this purpose with fresh water, sometimes con- 
taining a little alkali, well stirred, and then put 
in the filter box. This operation is repeated 
two or three times, when the water is allowed 
to drop off as much as possible,and the remain- 
ing garancine put into the press bag. These are 
then put under a hydraulic press and a gradu- 
ally increasing pressure applied. A number of 
bags are put one upon the other until the press 
is full. They should, however, be arranged in 
a manner that the pile cannot bend in the mid- 
dle and break. The parts outside of the baga do 
not have so much pressure as the inside part, 
wherefore the latter is always a little dryer, 
The outer parts, after the removal of the bags, 
are cut off and added to a new lot to be press- 
ed 





The still moist product is now transferred in- 
to the drying department. It is understood 
that dyers or manufacturers who intend to pre- 
pare this product for their own use only, need 
no drying, but for larger manufacturers, who 
prepare for the market, the drying is necessary. 
‘The apparatus varies considerably in structure, 
and also in interior arrangement. The princi- 
pal. conditions are a uniform beat, not above 
50 deg. to 60 deg. C., and especially a good draft 
to carry the moist airout. It only remains now 
to put the dried product into such state of fine- 
ness as is required for the market. It is ground 
as fine as possible, and as generally all acid is 
not entirely removed, an equivalent quantity 
of soda or chalk is added before grinding,which 
being thoroughly mixed with it, produces a 
neutral garancine,—Tertile Monitor.

This mixture is left standing from 
one to two days, by which time the madder be- 
comes thoroughly soaked through, and more 
adapted for a successful treatment with sul- 
phuric acid. The moist madder is now ready for 
the boiling with sulphuric acid. It is put into 
4 wooden vat of sufficient capacity for allowing 
4good boiling. Water and the necessary quan- 
tity of sulphuric acid is then added,the mixture 
well stirred and steam let in. 

The strength of the sulphuric acid varies ac- 
cording to the quality of the madder and to the 
discretion of the manufacturer. Itis generally 
taken at a strength of from 40 deg. to 50 deg. B. 
and in quantity of 20 per cent. of the weight of 
madder. The boiling of the madder with sul-
